DETAILS OF DAY SPROCEEDINGS 


Interrogation of Dreyfus Takes Up 
Nearly All the Time ofthe 


Rennes, ane. 1. rue proceedings of the 

court-martial before which Captain Drey- 
fus is on trial opened at ten minutes past 7 
o'clock this morning. Captain Dreyfus en- 
tered the courtroom With a firm step, 
| though his features were pallid. He is part- 
ly bald, and what hair he has is gray and 
close cropped. 
He answered the formal questions of the 
Judge as to his name, age, eto., in a clear, 
determined voice. He sat facing the Judges 
with his hands resting on his knees, an im- 
passable figure. 

The trial opened, so far as Rennes is con- 
cerned, in an atmosphere of perfect tran- 
quillity. The population is apparently 
indifferent. Only a small crowd, at 
the most. fifty persons, had gathered out- 
side the entrance to the Lycée by 6 o'clock.

The platform of the stage has been brought 
forward beyond the footlights. The room is 
painted a light brown, with the names of 
famous Bretons, such as Le Sage, Renan, 
and Chateaubriand, inscribed in golden let- 
ters on an ornamental band about midway 
between the floor and ceiling. A long table 
covered with dark blue dloth' was ranged in 
‘front of the stage, behind which were the 
seats of the members of the court- ial. 
A high-backed armchair had been previded 
for the President. The seats were pol- 
ished mahogany and were upholstered in 
dark red cloth. 

Behind the members of the court sat the 
supplementary Judges, who must attend all 
sittings and be able to replace any member 
who may fall ill or otherwise be unable to 
be present.

FATAL EXCURSION “ACCIDENTS, 

Last Sunday was marked by two ber- | 
Able accidents in New England and a 
narrow escape from a still worse one en 
Lake Michigan. In each case the vie- 
tims were excursionists in search of fresh 
air and pleasure, Moralists of the old 
school may affect to see in them the hand 
of retribution for Sunday travel, but the 
rest of the World will trace the cause in 
each case to gross human carelessness, 

By the collapsing of a flimsy slip at 
Desert Ferry, near Bar Harbor, Me., twen- 
ty persons were drowned or killed and forty 
were injured. A train load of 1,300 people 
was discharged upon the wharf and the 
crowd made a rush for the ferryboat. The 
flooring of the slip was supported by four 
slender timbers, 12 by 8 inches, which 
snapped off and precipitated 200 people in 
a struggling mass into the deep water. 
Over against the heroism of the rescuers 
stands the criminal carelessness of the 
builders of the wharf and of the railway 
company in discharging so large a crowd 
upon it. The result was a list of casual- 
ties far exceeding that of all the battles 
of the warships the excursionists wore 
going to see. 4. & 

Still more disastrous was the remarkable 
accident near Bridgeport, Conn., in which 
4 trolley excursion car plunged off a trestle 
bridge fifty feet in height, killing twenty- 
nine persons and injuring twelve others, | 
The proportion of the killed to the injured | 
is a fair indication of the frightful nature 
of the accident. The car was running at 
a high rate of speed, and when it lett || 
the track it turned completely over and 
struck the earth upside down, crushing | 
the mangled passengers under the trucks) 
and motors. The line had been opened | 
to traffic only three days before, and the 
event has proved how inadequate were the 
precautions against accidents. No guard | 
rails were laid on the trestle. The motor- 

appears to have been incompetent to 
gor ae his car properly. It is the old 
story of a greater desire to make meu 4 
than to protect the lives ofpatrons. 

The same criticiem applies to the BEE 
of the excursion steamer City of Gran 
Rapids, which started to cross from 
Haven to Milwaukee with 200 passengers 
and came perilously near foundering 
midiake. It was an old boat that ha 
been refitted to do an excursion busi 
and the work had been so wretchedly done 
that by the time the vessel got to the mid: 
dle of the lake it wes half full of water. 
The pumps would not work and the water 
was fast approaching the fires. AH 
passengers had to be awakened and told 
to prepare to save themselves, while the 
vessel turned in its track and tried to make 
the port from which it had sailed. Thanks 
to ‘a plucky engineer and one small pump 
the water was kept from the fires long 

enough to land the frightened passengers

has no jurisdiction qver their grievances if 
they have any. It might about as well 
look into the grievances of all the love-

A represen tive of the firm in question 
denies that has been the cause 
of dismissal He says, however, that 
Sometimes young employees who are re- 
ported to intend getting married are called 
into consultation, in case their pay is small, 
and caution against taking any such step 
without careful consideration as to whether 
they can meet expenses.”

OPENING OF THE DREYFUS TRIAL, 

The most famous trial of the century 
began yesterday morning at Rennes, when 
Captain Dreyfus appeared for the second 


time before a court-martial to answer to 


the charge of having written the treasona- 
ble bordereau. It is too early to predict any- 
thing from the proceedings of the court, but 
from the general state of the case there is 
every renson to expect an acquittal. It is 
utterly impossible for any honest Judge to 


believe now that Dreyfus wrote the bor- | 


dereau. Esterhazy has confessed that he 
wrote it, and, though this cowardly traitor 
will not dare to return t8 France, his hand- 
writing in itself is sufficient proof that he 
is the criminal for whosedeeds the innocent 
Jewish Captain has been made to suffer. 
French public opinion has been revolution- 
ized on the subject since the injustice of 
1894. ‘There are about a hundred witnesses 
to be heard, and the trial will probably oe- 
eupy several weeks, but there is every 
reason to believe the prisoner wil be vin- 
dicated. 

The first 1 proceedings dive a good 
example of the inquisitorial] methods of 
French courts-martial. The trial began 
with an examination of the prisoner by 
the President of the court, amounting to a 
series of accusations attacking his rac- 
ter and actions at the period of the writing 
of the bordereau. Dreyfus’ indignant and 
forceful denials of these charges should be 
enough to convince an unbiased mind of his 
innocence, It is not strange that he should 
show tremendous emotion, or that he should 
become excited in replying to the charges 
made against him by Du Paty de Clam. 
The dramatic scene in which he rose and 
cried in a piercing voice: “ It is iniquitous 
to condemn an innocent man. I never con- 
fessed anything; never!“ wax not without 
its effect. The alleged confessions of the 
prisoner have been among the subtlest lies 
with which the enemies of Dreyfus have 
delayed the present revulsion of public sen- 
timent in his favor. 

Many of the enemies of Dreyfus are pres- 
ent and will do what they can to cover up 
their past guilt. General Mercier, the man 
who falsely read Dreyfus’ name into the 

* canaille de D“ document at the first 
court-martial, thus securing conviction 
from a wavering court, is on hand. So is 
M. Cavaignac, the man who staked his 
word of honor upon Henry’s forged letter. 
So are Generals Gonse and Boisdeffre, the 
superiors who refused to move a finger for 
justice when Colonel Picquart discovered 
the guilt of Esterhazy and the innocence of 
Dreyfus. General Zurlinden is also pres- 
ent—the man who arbitrarily put Picquart 
into a secret cell last September and kept 
him there until the Court of Cassation 
knocked the. whole conspiracy to pieces. 
But the cowardly Esterhazy is absent, and 
the contemptible Du Paty de Clam is in 
prison, while Henry, the man on whose tes- 
timony the conviction of 1894 largely de- 
pended, is dead, a self-confessed forger and 
a suicide, These were the bitterest. and 


Worst enemies of Dreyfus, and from them 


he has nothing more to fear. As for the 
rest, the terrible invective of Zola’s “I ac- 
cuse ’’ has rung in their ears so long that 


they have lost their eee and can do 8 a 


but little har harm.

The burden of empire, like the burden of 
lite, ie not easy to lay down, The fact is 
that both burdens have allurements which 
every sane mind recognizes instinctively 
even in the darkest hour. There is some- 
thing about power that fascinates the 
human soul, and, though “ uneasy lies the 
hend that wears a crown,” history shows 
but few examples of Kings whq have se- 
cured ease and safety by abdication. Jef- 
ferson’s remark of American officeholders 
that few die and none resign is a bit 
of philosophy that applies to the whole 
human race.

Superintendent of Mechanics W. F. Ren- 
shaw and General Superintendent A. W. 
Sullivan were out of town, but in the office 
of each it was stated by the chief clerks that 
investigation had failed to prove that condi- 
tions are any worse than they had been. 

“ The best grade of bituminous coal is used 
for the suburban engines.“ it was said in the 
office of General Superintendent Sullivan. 
„We get the Carterville and Big Muddy 
coal from southern Illinois, and aim to use 
the best of it on the suburban engines. That 
is the best soft coal. Our department or- 
dered an investigation as soon as the article 
giving the complaints was read this morn- 
ing. We have not been able to discover that 
conditions are any worse now than they 
have been. The road is taking every pre- 
caution to avoid. such annoyance to its pas- 
sengers.”’ 

In the office of the superintendent of me- 
chanics it was said that the use of soft coal 
was a necessity, and that every appliance to 
prevent smoke and cinders was being used. 
The charge madé in the complaints of the 
patrons that the road is using a bad qual- 
ity of soft coal, the cheapest on the market, 
was denied. 


Experiments with Hard Coal. 

“ There were experiments made with hard 
coal and coke,“ it was said, but these 
proved failures. They could not make the 
steam necessary for the fast time sched- 


uled between Randolph street and Hyde 


Park. They never were used, but were sim- 
ply experimented with. The best grade of 
soft coal is used for the engines of the sub- 
urban and through trains. It has been 
noticed of late that in some cases it has been 
rather full of slack and dirt, which would 
produce the smudge and smoke, but not the 
cinders. The same quality of coal cannot 
always be secured, and the slack and dirt 
might be caused by the frequent handling 


in hot weather. 


“The company is as anxious to prevent 
such annoyance to its passengers as they 
can be to avoid it. We have received no 
complaints from the city. The smoke in- 
spector usually keeps an eye on smoking en- 
gines. We have cautioned our engineers to 
guard against the smoke and cinders as 
much as possible. It is a matter which the 
engineer can remedy to some extent. He 
can see that his fireman fires little and often 
instead of banking it up: We have smoke 
inspectors on the road to watch this. Itisa 
matter of expense to the company, for all 
that goes up in smoke is lost. 

-* Bituminous coal is not a smokeless fuel, 
but it is all that can be used for fast service. 
In addition to the smoke we have to guard 
against the noise, and there are appliances 
on all engines to prevent both. Some ex- 
periments were made with electricity, which 
were not successful because of the difficulty 
experienced in starting and slowing up rap- 
idly. The authorities of the road have not 
dropped the matter, but are holding it in 


abeyance.

w. G. Edens Tells of Tests He Has Made 
for the Department and Says 
He Favors the Vehicles. 


W. G. Edens, assistant superintendent of 
the free delivery system of the Western 
re- 
turned to Chicago yesterday after an ex- 
tended trip through the East for the pur- 
pose of investigating the utility of the auto- 
mobile in the postal service. He said he 
believes the automobile ultimately will come 
into general use in the service. 

“In Cleveland I had an opportunity,” said 
Mr. Edens, of witnessing the working of 


the Winton gasoline vehiots used by. Mr. 


Winton and Mr Shanks in their trip from 
Gleveland to New York. In Buffalo I made 
a test of a Pope electric phaeton owned by 
Dr. Truman J. Martin, collecting from thirty 
bexes on a route four miles long 150 pounds 
of mall in thirty-three minutes. 

“I inspected.in New York carriages made 
by the National Motor company and oper- 
ated by a gasoline «engine. In Baltimore I 
Was greatly interested in the Crouch auto- 
mobile, which is propelled by steam. 

“TI have not formulated my report to the 
Postoffice department, but I have been au- 
thorized to continue my experiments. Tests 
will be made in Chicaso shortly and others 
at Kokomo. Ind., and at Detroit. Mich.
